Dozen protest against 
defence conference

The Halifax Peace Coalition 
protested against a meet¬ 
ing of the world’s leading 
weapons’ manufacturers 
downtown yesterday. 

Canying a mock coffin 
and smocks marked with 
blood-red handprints, the 
dozen demonstrators spoke 
out as Lockheed Martin 
sponsored an “Hour of Good 
Cheer” on the HMCS 
Sackville. The Canadian De¬ 
fence Security and Aero¬ 
space Exhibition is being 
held at the Cunard Centre, 
and that’s where the coali¬ 
tion gathered. 

“Basically, they’re cele¬ 
brating death and destruc¬ 
tion,” said the coalition’s 
Heidi Verheul as a handful of 
police kept watch. “The end 
product of the things they’re 
making and selling inside ... 
are the armless, legless and 
dead victims.” 


Verheul said the group al¬ 
so objects to Canada’s role in 
Afghanistan. She argued 
Canada needs to maintain a 
military for disaster relief 
and for “true threats,” but 
said the Afghan mission “is 
increasing the threat.” 

She said the billions the 
government 
spends on de¬ 
fence would 
be put to bet¬ 
ter use in edu¬ 
cation, health 
care and com¬ 
bating global 
warming. 

“These 
companies 
are cheering the fact that 
more Canadian tax dollars 
will be used to pay for their 
war-fighting technologies 
that injure and kill people, 
but lead to greater profits for 
them,” Verheul said. 

Colin Stephenson, organ¬ 
izer of the event, saw things 
differently. He’s the execu¬ 
tive director of the Nova Sco¬ 


tia International Air Show. 
The conference provides a 
good portion of the air 
show’s funding. 

He said the event connects

Rewards for tips 
tripled to $150K

Nova Scotia’s Justice 
Department has tripled 
the reward for tips 
leading to convictions in 
some of the province’s 
most notorious unsolved 
murders, despite the cash 
program’s failure to net a 
single criminal. 

Information leading to a 
conviction in a major 
crime will now earn you 
$150,000, up from 
$50,000. The reward was 
increased after public 
complaints that $50,000 
wouldn’t cover the costs 
of relocation that might 
be required for someone 
who comes forward. 

A major crime is defined 
as murder, or suspicious 
circumstances where a 
person has gone missing 
or human remains have 
been found. 


“It’s another tool for po¬ 
lice agencies to use to 
catch these individuals. 
All it takes is one (tip),” 
Carla Grant, spokes¬ 
woman for the depart¬ 
ment, said. “We 
have had a number 
of tips come in ... 
but so far, they 
haven’t yielded any 
significant result. 

It’s quite possible 
that this amount 
might cause some¬ 
one to come for¬ 
ward.” 

Expiry dates on cases 
have also been done away 
with. Cases will automati¬ 
cally remain on file, 
meaning police won’t 
have to resubmit them to 
the program. 

“Oftentimes, it may be a 
seemingly insignificant 
detail that helps officers 
resolve a case,” Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police Chief Frank 
Beazley said. “It is our 


hope that this increase in 
the award being offered 
will give people further in¬ 
centive to come forward 
with that one missing 
piece of the puzzle that 
would allow police 
to further their in- 

details vestigation.”

School boards 
look at raises

School boards could be in 
for a raise, but only if they 
choose to give it to them¬ 
selves. 

The province’s stipend 
committee has recom¬ 
mended a salary increase 
from $8,200 per year to 
$9,300 for regular board 
members. 

Education Minister 
Karen Casey confirmed the 
raise would cut into class¬ 
room resources, but said it 
is only a recommendation. 
The choice to accept it lies 
with the board members 
themselves. 

“I asked them to give it 
serious consideration,” 
said Casey. “Boards, in my 
letter to them, have been 
encouraged to consider the 
resources that they have 
and what taking resources 
from the classroom will 
do.” 

The stipend for school 
board chairs would rise 
even more, from $13,500 


to $15,300. Vice-chairs 
would go from $10,000 to 
$11,300. 

Casey disbanded two 
school boards - Halifax 
and Straight Region - over 
the past term due to in¬ 
fighting. The recommend¬ 
ed raise would take place 
after this fall’s school 
board elections. 

Casey wouldn’t say 
whether she thought 
board members deserved 
the raise, adding only that 
she would respect their de¬ 
cision either way. 

Under the Education Act, 
school board stipends need 
to be reviewed every four 
years. Four years ago the 
salary was raised from 
$7,200 to $8,200. 

Travel and meal expens¬ 
es are also covered. 

More than half of the dis¬ 
missed Strait regional 
school board members are 
running again in the up¬ 
coming election. 

“It is a democracy. Any¬ 
one who wants to let their 
name stand is certainly 
free to do so,” said Casey.

Pension 
clawbacks 
draw fire

Veterans, widows of veter¬ 
ans, RCMP and the NDP 
joined together at province 
house to show their opposi¬ 
tion to the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

It’s the most recent salvo 
from NDP veterans affairs 
critic Peter Staffer. Among 
the most contentious issues 
are clawbacks of disabled 
veterans’ pensions, and 
family members of veterans 
being denied compensation 
if their spouse died before 
February 6, 2006. 

On Wednesday, the 
Harper government an¬ 
nounced new payments 
for so-called “atomic veter¬ 
ans.” Approximately 700 
eligible soldiers who were 
deployed at atomic bomb 
test sites will now be eligi¬ 
ble for a special payment 
of $24,000. 

Yesterday Staffer praised 
the government for the ini¬ 
tiative but said it was not 
enough. 

“I always give credit 
where credit is due. This 
government has moved on 
the atomic veterans issue,” 
said Staffer. “We think, of 
course, this amount is far 
too small for what has hap¬ 
pened to these men and 
women. But (the govern¬ 
ment) did acknowledge 
that wrong was done.”

Halifax students are 
demanding changes to 
“discriminatory” 
provincial laws they say 
are preventing many from 
voting in the upcoming 
municipal election. 

The Halifax Student Al¬ 
liance, a municipal lobby 
group representing stu¬ 
dents from Dalhousie, 
Saint Mary’s and Mount 
Saint Vincent Universi¬ 
ties, sent a letter to Serv¬ 
ice Nova Scotia Minister 
Jamie Muir calling for 
changes to the Municipal 
Elections Act. 

“It discriminates based 
on students’ marital sta¬ 
tus,” says Tara Gault, exec¬ 
utive director of the al¬ 
liance. “It shouldn’t mat¬ 
ter whether or not you’re 
married.” 

Section 16 (2) of the act 
states any unmarried stu¬ 
dent may vote only where 
their parents live. 

While section 14 (c) of 
the act says residents may 
vote if they have lived in 
the municipality for three 
months leading up to the 
election, and that encom¬ 
passes students, accord¬ 
ing to a Service Nova Sco¬ 
tia spokeswoman, Gault 
says the rules should be 
clearer. 

“This, at best, will lead to 
confusion for students and 
we see this as highly prob¬ 
lematic particularly in a 
landmark year for democ¬ 
racy in Canada,” she said. 
“We should be making 
sure that these regulations 
are much more clear and 
that students don’t face 
any unnecessary barriers 
to voting.” 

Service Nova Scotia 
Minister Jamie Muir was 
unavailable for comment 
yesterday. 

The municipal election 
is Oct. 18.

If cancer can be beaten, it's 
unlikely that new drugs 
will be the champions. 

That’s the suggestion 
found in three, paradigm- 
shifting studies that show 
the disease is simply too 
genetically complex for 
any magic-bullet medicine 
to defeat, researchers say. 


The studies, released yes¬ 
terday by the world’s two 
top scientific journals, pro¬ 
vide the most detailed look 
yet at the genetic roots of 
two of the most deadly 
forms of the disease: pan¬ 
creatic cancer and glioblas¬ 
toma multiforme brain tu- 


therapeutics 

• 99 per cent of applied 
cancer research now goes 
to developing new thera¬ 
peutics the studies said. 

The emerging map of 
these cancers suggest that 
the consuming search for 


drugs to cure cancer may 
well prove fruitless for 
most forms of the disease 
and that early diagnosis 
prevention and therapet- 
ics should be the main fo¬ 
cus of research into the ail¬ 
ment. 

“It is, I think, apparent 
from studies like ours that 


it is going to be even more 
difficult perhaps than pre¬ 
viously expected to derive 
real cures from such (drug) 
therapies,” said Dr. Bert Vo- 
gelstein, an author on two 
studies that appeared yes¬ 
terday in the Journal Sci¬ 
ence.

Tories closing in on majority: Poll 


election Conservatives 
have opened up a big lead 
in public support and 
could conceivably win a 
majority in an election set 
to be called this Sunday, a 
new poll said yesterday.

A poll by the same firm 
released on July 16 put the 
Conservatives on 35 per¬ 
cent and the Liberals on 30 
percent. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is expected to visit 
Gov. Gen. Michaelle Jean at 
9 a.m. on Sunday and ask 
her to dissolve his minori¬ 
ty Conservative govern¬ 
ment, setting the stage for 
an election on Oct. 14. 

“They are within strik¬ 
ing distance of a majority 
... the Conservatives are in 
a very good position,” Don¬ 
na Daslco of Environics 
said.

Advocates argued for right to demonstrate at Vancouver clinic

A law banning protesters 
outside abortion clinics 
was upheld by the B.C. 
Court of Appeal yesterday 
after two pro-life 
advocates argued the law 
violated their freedom of 
expression. 

Joyce Arthur, with the 
Pro-Choice Action Network 
in Vancouver, said the pro¬ 
life community is “re¬ 
lieved” by the ruling. 

“Women are vulnerable 
to the emotional and phys¬ 
ical trauma of being con¬ 
fronted by protesters (out¬ 
side abortion clinics),” she 
said. 

“(The ruling) protects 
women and staff while (let¬ 
ting) protesters publicize 
their message across the 
street.” 

Cheryl Davies, vice presi¬ 
dent of the B.C. Women’s 
Ambulatory Programs, said 
it upholds the rights of 
women to be treated in a 
“courteous and dignified 
manner.”

“Imagine being a woman 
already feeling vulnerable 
and alone and embar¬ 
rassed,” she said.

2000, when two anti-abor¬ 
tion activists were convict¬ 
ed under the Access To 
Abortion Services Act.

Republican John McCain 
promised yesterday that 
“change is coming” to 
Washington if he is elect¬ 
ed president on Nov. 4 and 
he pledged to overcome 
partisan rancor by 
working with Democrats. 

McCain accepted his par¬ 
ty's presidential nomina¬ 
tion in a packed hall, in¬ 
sisting he can pull off the 
kind of change that Demo¬ 
cratic candidate Barack 
Obama talks about. 

“Let me offer an advance 
warning to the old, big 
spending, do-nothing, me- 
first, country-second Wash¬ 
ington crowd: change is 
coming” said McCain, a 
U.S. senator since 1986. 

The 72-year-old Arizona 
senator, who bears the 
scars of 5 1/2 years as a 
Vietnam prisoner of war, 
entered the push to Elec¬ 
tion Day as the underdog 
with most polls showing 
Democrat Barack Obama 
ahead by a few percentage 
points. 


McCain, portrayed as no 
different than unpopular 
President Bush by Obama 
and the Democrats, tried 
to reclaim his image as a 
Republican maverick. 

“I don't work for a party.

I work for you,” he 
said.

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Immunity gene may 
help combat AIDS 


The AIDS virus is especial¬ 
ly hard to fight because 
few people develop anti¬ 
bodies to neutralize it, but 
U.S. researchers said yes¬ 
terday they have found an 
immunity gene that may 
offer a new way to fight 
back. 

They said the gene 
Apobec3 helps mice devel¬ 
op antibodies against an 
HlV-lilce virus, and they 
think the same gene in hu¬ 
mans could lead to a po¬ 
tent vaccine against the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus or HIV. 

“This gene is central to 
HIV biology,” Dr. Warner 
Greene of the Gladstone

• The AIDS virus infects an 
estimated 33 million people 
globally and has killed about 
25 million since the pan¬ 
demic started in the 1980s. 


Institutes at the University 
of California, San Francis¬ 
co, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

So far, efforts to make a 
vaccine against HIV have 
failed. 

In humans, HIV devotes 
one of its 9 genes to dis¬ 
abling Apobec3 proteins, 
which may help explain 


why people with HIV 
rarely make antibodies 
against the virus, he said. 

HIV is a retrovirus, 
which means it copies bits 
of its own genetic code in¬ 
to the DNA of the host. 

“If we could prevent HIV 
from destroying this key 
pivotal host factor, we 
might allow HIV-infected 
patients to develop neu¬ 
tralizing antibodies like 
they do in mice,” he said. 

“It’s a translation from 
mice to men. That’s the 
challenge now,” said 
Greene, whose study ap¬ 
pears in the journal Sci¬ 
ence.

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Personal wealth grows fastest among rich 


The old saying holds true: 
The rich do get richer. 

Even as world financial 
markets broke down last 
year, personal wealth 
around the world grew 5 
per cent to $109.5 trillion, 
according to a global 
wealth report released yes¬ 
terday by Boston Consult¬ 


ing Group. 

It was the sixth consecu¬ 
tive year of expanding 
wealth. The fastest growth 
was among households in 
developing regions, such 
as China and the Gulf 
States and among families 
who were already rich. 

That wealth also is in¬ 


creasingly concentrated 
among the richest. 

The top one per cent of 
all households owned 35 
per cent of the world’s 
wealth last year. Mean¬ 
while, the top 0.001 per¬ 
cent, ultra-rich households 
holding at least $5 million 
in assets, commanded $21 


trillion — a fifth of the 
world’s wealth. 

The planet also contin¬ 
ues to mint new million¬ 
aires rapidly. The biggest 
jumps in 2007 came from 
emerging countries in Asia 
and Latin America. Overall, 
the number of millionaire 
households grew 11 per 


cent to 10.7 million last 
year. 

North American person¬ 
al wealth growth slowed to 
3.8 per cent last year, com¬ 
pared with nine per cent in 
2006, reflecting the mort¬ 
gage crisis and the onset of 
the credit crunch last sum-

In the age of bold sports 
guarantees, Saint Mary’s 
Huskies linebacker Leroy 
Fontaine has another. 

“I’m not sure who it’s 
gonna be just yet but I’m 
gonna guarantee a couple 
of shutouts this year,” he 
said. “Once we get the hang 
of this defence, I think it’s 
gonna be unstoppable.” 

The Huskies, who 
haven’t shut out anybody 
since Oct. 27, 2006, and 
haven’t posted a two- 
shutout campaign in seven 
years, open the Atlantic 
University Sport season 
tonight at 7 p.m. against 
the Acadia Axemen at 
Huskies Stadium. 

They are adjusting to 
new defensive coordinator 
Danny Laramee, and if you 
believe Fontaine, things are 
going smoothly. Laramee 
arrived this summer to re¬ 
place Mike McLean, who 
left to take a job as head 
coach of the York Lions. 

McLean had built Saint 
Mary’s into a stout defen¬ 


sive squad, as it limited the 
defending champion Laval 
Rouge et Or to just two 
points in a 24-2 upset in last 
year’s Uteclc Bowl. 

“It’s a big change — it’s 
night and day when you go 
from one coach to another, 
one defensive scheme to 
another,” said Fontaine, 
who had 13 solo tackles in 
seven games last year. 

“At first, it was pretty 
confusing. But now that 
we’re getting a grasp of a 
lot of this new stuff, it’s 
great. I love (Laramee’s sys¬ 
tem) and a lot of guys here 
do, too.” 

Although close to 90 per 
cent of the roster is back 
from last year’s Vanier Cup 
finalist, the Huskies have 
lost all-star linebackers Tim 
St. Pierre and Andrew King 
to graduation.

Do critics matter?

If you’re flipping through 
this newspaper searching 
for a review of the new 
movie Bangkok Dangerous, 
you can stop right here. 
There will be no review of 
Nicolas Cage’s latest action- 
thriller today. 

As it happens, studios oc¬ 
casionally decide not to 
show certain films to crit¬ 
ics prior to their respective 
movie’s opening weekend. 
As editor of the popular 
website MovieCity- 

News.com, David Poland 
has a sense of why this oc¬ 
curs. 

“The movies this time of 
year really, really suck,” 
Poland said in a recent 
phone interview. “There’s 
no value to having critics’ 
screenings because they 
know how bad the movies 
are and so (studios) don’t 
show them.” 

Its true there’s been a 
noticeable surge of un¬ 
screened films lately. Last 
weekend alone saw the re¬ 
lease of three movies that 
were not given press 
screenings — Babylon 
A.D., Disaster Movie and 
College — but the absence 
of reviews doesn’t ensure 
they’ll turn out to be flops 
either. 

There have been consid¬ 
erable unscreened success¬ 
es like The Day After To¬ 


morrow, The Pink Panther 
and last year’s Halloween. 
It would seem that, as en¬ 
tertainment columnist 
Patrick Goldstein recently 
wrote, “critics today are 
viewed as cultural di¬ 
nosaurs on the verge of ex¬ 
tinction.” 

Part of the reason is the 
Internet’s creation of ac¬ 
cess to open forums of crit¬ 
icism but studio marketing 
may play a bigger part. 
Poland points out most 
marketing budgets for Hol¬ 
lywood films have inflated 


up to $70 million per flick. 

“The advertising has 
kind of taken over every¬ 
thing,” says Poland of trail¬ 
ers and TV ads, now the 
prime factor in people’s 
film choices. “But the val¬ 
ue of critics is still there 
certainly for art films, any¬ 
thing that’s small and 
needs help.” 

Eric Lundegaard goes 
one further on Slate.com, 
saying that, despite popu¬ 
lar belief, the public does 
pay attention to reviews. 
After crunching the num¬ 


bers, he writes, “critically 
acclaimed films average 
about $2000 more per 
screen than critically lam¬ 
basted films.” 

Despite all the numbers, 
the truth is, reviews are so 
enjoyably subjective that it 
would be a sad day to see 
critics and even horrible 
reviews go the way of the 
“cultural dinosaur”. Be¬ 
sides, as novelist Kingsley 
Amis once said: “If you 
can’t annoy somebody, 
there’s little point in writ¬ 
ing.”

Jolie poster under fire for 
image of gun-toting star 


Angelina Jolie might ooze 
Hollywood glamour, but if 
she's armed and looking 
dangerous, the actress is 
not welcome in Britain. 

Britain's media watch¬ 
dog, the Advertising Stan¬ 
dards Authority (ASA), has 
banned two posters of Jolie 
promoting the film Want¬ 
ed after upholding com¬ 
plaints that the images of 
the gun-toting actress 
glamorized the use of guns 
and violence. 

One poster showed the 
actress crouching and 
holding a gun pointing up¬ 
ward while the other 
showed her lying on her 
back across a car's hood, 
brandishing guns. 

The ASA said it had re¬ 
ceived 17 complaints from 
people who thought the 
ads were irresponsible be¬ 
cause they glorify and 
glamorize gun crime at a 
time when there is increas¬ 
ing public concern in 
Britain about it. 

"We considered, that be¬ 
cause the ads featured a 


glamorous actress, action 
poses, several images of or 
related to guns and aspira- 
tional text, they could be 
seen to glamorize the use 
of guns and violence," the 
ASA said in an online rul¬ 
ing. 

The film's maker, Uni¬ 
versal Pictures, defended 
the posters, saying the 
style of the advertisements 
reflected the film's comic¬ 
book roots and providing 
examples of other ads they 
believed were more graph¬ 
ic and less stylized than 
their posters. 

Universal Pictures also 
said that the posters were 
not placed near schools 
and appeared in the Lon¬ 
don Underground system, 
which does not have a 
high proportion of chil¬ 
dren. 

Universal, owned by 
General Electric Co., said 
the posters for the film 
were no longer being dis¬ 
played, and there were no 
plans for their future use.

Set in a dystopian future, 
Babylon A.D. stars Vin 
Diesel as Tooroop, a mer¬ 
cenary who, after sitting 
down to a nice furry- 
animal stir-fry, is 
kidnapped and bribed to 
escort a young woman 
(who’s either the new 
Messiah or infected with a 
deadly virus - we ain’t 
sure) from Russia to Amer¬ 
ica. 

Partnered with her chap¬ 
erone (Michelle Yeoh), the 
trio hitches a ride on an 
old submarine, elude 
cultists and even outrun 
supersonic jets on ski-doos. 

Awkward as that sounds, 
this film once held a lot of 
promise. The story carries

Labels reload with rock for fall 


New Metallica album drops next week, while U2 delays release until 2009

it’s time to look at the fall 
album release schedule. 
Here’s a sample of what we 
can expect for the do-or-die 
fourth quarter. 

• Metallica — Death 
Magnetic (Sept 12): After 
15 years working with 
Canadian producer Bob 
Rock, Metallica hoped that 
studio guru Rick Rubin 
might get them out of a 
years-long creative funk. 
He told them the answer 
was to go back to what 
made them big in the 80s. 
Death Magnetic features 
lots of riffing, machine- 
gun drums and abrupt 
tempo and time signature 
changes. If you were into 
Master of Puppets-era ‘Tal¬ 
lica, you’ll be pleased. And 
just so they have all the at¬ 
tention to themselves, 
Metallica will release this 



album on a Friday instead 
of the industry-standard 
Tuesday. 

• Keane — Perfect Sym¬ 
metry (Oct. 14): Things 
looked dicey for Keane 
when singer Tom Chaplin 
had to spend some time in 
rehab, forcing the band to 
lose some of the momen¬ 


tum they had built with 
their first two albums. 
There’s optimism that this 
new album will put things 
right. And what’s this? An 
electric guitar on a Keane 
album? 

• Snow Patrol — A Hun¬ 
dred Million Suns (Oct. 

28): The favourite act of 


the stars of Grey’s Anato¬ 
my are ready with a fifth 
studio album that comes 
with an interesting mar¬ 
keting twist. It was an¬ 
nounced this week that 
Suns will be used in some 
kind of interactive applica¬ 
tion for Apple’s iPhone and 
Touch. Users will be able

to access all kinds of bonus 
content, including lyrics 
and artwork.

• Coldplay — Prospects 
March OR Prospects Song 
(Dec. 26): Didn’t we just 
get a Coldplay album? Ap¬ 
parently, there’s more 
where that came from. 
There’s a very strong possi¬ 
bility that we’ll see an EP 
featuring Viva la Vida left¬ 
overs, including a Chris 
Martin/Kyle Minogue duet 
called “Luna.” 

• U2 — No Line on the 
Horizon (Nov—Er, never 
mind . . .): Apparently, 
there’s been a delay. After 


much speculation that the 
album would be released 
on Nov. 14, Bono dropped 
a bomb Wednesday, saying 
that nothing will be ready 
until early 2009 — not 
even a sniff of the ru¬ 
moured first single, Sexy 
Boots. Universal, their 
record label, can’t be hap¬ 
py. This also can’t be good 
news for the stock price of 
Vivendi, Universal’s parent 
company.

In today’s electronic age, 
what makes a band? Is it 
playing shows? Releasing 
music (vinyl, disc, mp3 or 
otherwise) to internation¬ 
al acclaim? Reaching the 
top of the Billboard chart? 
Does it involve opening 
for hot-ticket bands Beck 
or Radiohead? 

Brooklyn duo MGMT has 
done all of this. Still, they’re 
just on the cusp of discern¬ 
ing their draw. 

“We're finally almost 
reluctantly realizing we are 
a real band now and we're 
playing these big shows and 
acting like a band should 
act,” says Andrew VanWyn- 
garden. He, along with Ben 
Goldwasser, make up the 
team whose equal parts 
synth and live instrument 
music typify modern audi¬ 
tory allure. 

Vanwyngarden says 
MGMT’s working relation¬ 


ship relies on their comple¬ 
mentary temperaments. 
“Personality-wise, I'm more 
of the creative, spontaneous 
fool. He's the mathematical 
genius.” Musically, he thinks 
their creative contributions 
are a 50-50 split. 

MGMT concert-goers can 
usually expect an energetic 
showing from band and 


audience alike. When 
MGMT played Ireland’s Oxe- 
gen festival in July, the 
crowd turned near riotous. 

“Irish crowds are always 
crazy, but this one was 
super-crazy,” says VanWyn- 
garden. “They were climb¬ 
ing up tent poles on the side, 
so we had to stop the show 
and let everyone calm down 


and climb down. That was a 
good show.” 

VanWyngarden says Euro¬ 
pean festivals have a looser 
feel overall, compared to 
American counterparts like 
Tenessee’s Bonnaroo and 
California’s Coachella that 
he says are far more planned 
out. Despite their conser¬ 
vatism, he says MGMT break

that structure. “I think we're 
just kind of weird by nature. 
Maybe that helps.” 

One aspect of their eccen¬ 
tricity lies in MGMT’s varied 
use of current electronic 
trends and more traditional 
instrumentation on their 
first major release, Oracular 
Spectacular, which includes 
hit Time to Pretend. 

“We don't consider our 
album electronic or elec¬ 
tronica at all. We're defi¬ 
nitely more inspired by rock 
bands,” says VanWyngarden. 
“There's definitely electron¬ 
ic stuff on our album but it's 
coming more from the way 
we used to play when we 
started.” 


Now that MGMT is grow¬ 
ing into their melodic skin, 
the pair is planning an active 
reinterpretation including 
inspirations such as The 
Zombies and the “funkadel- 
ic” Isley Brothers. “The next 
album will go more the way 
of where live bands are 
going, with more psyche¬ 
delic rock, like a garage 
band.”

Ball lets us know early on 
that the show is meant for

most everyone we meet acts 
with the obsessive sexual 
abandon of teenagers from 
the popular clique on sum¬ 
mer break between high 
school and college. 

“When someone at HBO 
first asked me what this was 
about I said it’s about the 
terrors of intimacy,” Ball 
said recently in an interview 
with the io9.com website, 


that, during 
the pitch, he 
called the 
show “pop¬ 
corn TV for 
smart peo¬ 
ple,” and he’s 
described the 
show as “re¬ 
ally pulpy. 
It’s total pulp.” True Blood is 
a great example of what I 
call deep trash — the sort of 
subject matter that was 
once the province of B-films 
or worse, but which has 
been treated to big budgets 
and major stars in the last 
decade or so, and produced 
by writers like Ball who 
grew up with the avid sub¬ 
culture that once celebrated 
trash as a liberation from 
the humourlessness of taste 
and high culture. 

The big test for True 
Blood, of course, is whether 
audiences will bite. And yes, 
I feel deeply ashamed of 
that dead easy pun.

Picture living in a i2-by-i2 
tent for six months with a 
family of nine, where it re¬ 
mains light all day and 
hunting for food is a mat¬ 
ter of survival.

Gallery in Halifax. “I ate 
raw meat. I was hungry a 
lot of the time. It was a 
tough place to be.” 

Tough, but for the Inuit 
people it’s a life many live 
each day in Canada’s 
north. Semeniuk travelled 
15 times with his camera 
in hand to capture this ex¬ 
istence between 1976 to 
2002. He was on assign¬ 
ment with National Geo¬ 
graphic when he lived for 
half a year with a family in 
a tent in Baffin Island. 


There, he witnessed the so¬ 
cial and environmental 
changes affecting this com¬ 
munity. 

His display at ViewPoint 
consists of 35 photo¬ 
graphs, and offers a variety 
of different images. It is on 
display until Sept. 28. 

“For me, the Inuit people 
belong to the land more 
than the land belongs to 
them,” said Semeniuk, 
who is from Bowen Island, 
B.C., which is 
about an 
hour outside 
— of Vancouver. 
“And I think 
we can all 
learn from 
that. We’re 
not looking 
after our en¬ 
vironment 
very well be¬ 
cause we 
don’t have a 
lot of respect 
for it.” 

This style of photogra¬ 
phy isn’t new to Semeniuk. 
Throughout his 25-year ca¬ 
reer, he’s photographed 
many issues involving hu¬ 
man rights and environ¬ 
mental issues, including a 
civil war in Burma and the 
life of a Red Cross war sur¬ 
geon in Somalia. 

“I tend to spend a lot of 
time in extreme places,” 
he said. 

“I get to see often the 
very worst of what people 
do to each other, but also 
the very best.”
